Resume Of First Year's Activities Shows Results 


Greater Than Wa" Anticipated; Pure Bred 
Livestock Getting Plentiful In This County; 


JEFFERSON GROWER~GIVES HIS ADWCfi 


The Stock Growers' Auxiliary Association, compose^ of 


the fifteen Banks of the County, organized a year ago for the 
purpose of promoting better livestock in Clearfield C'oiiWty, 
met for their first Annual Meeting at the Dimeling Hotel,' 
Monday, September the 18th, at eleven o'clock. 
I 


The meeting was called to order by the President, Major 


I. McCreight, of the Deposit National Bank of DuBois, who 
stated, in his opening remarks, that the Organization had been 
in existence for a year, and that from all reports a great deal 
of benefit had been derived by the Organization, not orly4in 
interesting some of the farmers of Clearfield County in better 
livestock, but also through advertisements in some of the lea,d- 
ing livestock magazines of the country. A great interest hlid. 
been developed, as was evidenced by the numerous letters re- 
ceived by livestock men throughout the entire United States, 
in the cut-over-timber land of Clearfield County through £hci 
work of thif Association. 
Several thousand acres of this land 


has tyjen'mappe'd and listed for sale, so that any one interested 
might be" able to get the desired information in the minimum 
of time. 


The Secretary's report brought out the fact that the Asso- 


ciation, .through its co-operation with the Farm Bureau, had 
brought into the County twenty-six head of pure bred Guerfi- 
seys and ten head of pure bred Poland China pigs, all of wh/ish 
added greatly to the value of the livestock in Clearfield County, 
as was evidenced by the pure bred exhibits at the County Fair 
this Fall. The Secretary also reported that the greater .y£rt 
of the Association activities, for the first year, had been iift jthe 
way of publicity and education, having brought this afeout 
through the co-operation of The Clearfield Progress through 
the Livestock Page, issued monthly, and sent out to every 
farmer in the County. The Secretary also read a Resolution, 
passed by the Executive Committee of the Farm Bureau at 
their last meeting, expressing their appreciation for the, co- 
operation and assistance given that body by the Association. 
He also stated that two members of the Guernsey Heifer*,Club 
were present, as guests, at the Association, namely. 'Miss 
Marie Thorp and Miss Hazel Pentz, both of Grampian.

In reporting the results of 


these trials, W. B. Connell, who 
is in charge of Sheep Extension 
work at State College, says that 
the added quality of the lambs 
on rape pasture netted their 
owners two cents more per 
pound than the price received 
for the ordinary run of lambs? 
In the demonstrations, twenty- 
five lambs were turned in on a 
one-acre plot of the forage. Each 
lamb averaged a twelve pound 
gain during the 26 days on pas- 
ture, maing a profit of approxi- 
mately two dollars a head as a 
result of this practice. The 
lambs when turned in on the 
pasture weighed on an average 
sixty pounds each, and weighed 
out at the end of the experi- 
ment at seventy-two pounds 
They sold for ten cents a pound 
when other lambs were going 
for eight cents. This one bit of 
cooperative extension work has 
sold itself to farmers in thr 
northern counties, and is lead- 
ing to further improvements 
along other lines in these coun- 
ties.

Among 
the issues in which the most interest was shown were lower 
taxes, conservation, education, smaller armaments, and child 
labor. 


Althouo-h the heat of the first enthusiasm may die away,

I. McCreight, of the Deposit National Bank of DuBois, who 
stated, in his opening remarks, that the Organization had been 
in existence for a year, and that from all reports a great deal 
of benefit had been derived by the Organization, not orly4in 
interesting some of the farmers of Clearfield County in better 
livestock, but also through advertisements in some of the lea,d- 
ing livestock magazines of the country. 
A great interest hiikl 


been developed, as was evidenced by the numerous letters re- 
ceived by livestock men throughout the entire United States, 
in the cut-over-timber land of Clearfield County through £hci 
work of thif Association. Several thousand acres of this land 
has tyjen'mappe'd and listed for sale, so that any one interested 
might be" able to get the desired information in the minimum 
of time. 


The Secretary's report brought out the fact that the Asso- 


ciation, .through its co-operation with the Farm Bureau, had 
brought into the County twenty-six head of pure bred Guerfi- 
seys and ten head of pure bred Poland China pigs, all of wh/ish 
added greatly to the value of the livestock in Clearfield County, 
as was evidenced by the pure bred exhibits at the County Fair 
this Fall. The Secretary also reported that the greater .y£rt 
of the Association activities, for the first year, had been iift jthe 
way of publicity and education, having brought this afeout 
through the co-operation of The Clearfield Progress through 
the Livestock Page, issued monthly, and sent out to every 
farmer in the County. The Secretary also read a Resolution, 
passed by the Executive Committee of the Farm Bureau at 
their last meeting, expressing their appreciation for the, co- 
operation and assistance given that body by the Association.

In the demonstrations, twenty- 
five lambs were turned in on a 
one-acre plot of the forage. Each 
lamb averaged a twelve pound 
gain during the 26 days on pas- 
ture, maing a profit of approxi- 
mately two dollars a head as a 
result of this practice. The 
lambs when turned in on the 
pasture weighed on an average 
sixty pounds each, and weighed 
out at the end of the experi- 
ment at seventy-two pounds 
They sold for ten cents a pound 
when other lambs were going 
for eight cents. This one bit of 
cooperative extension work has 
sold itself to farmers in thr 
northern counties, and is lead- 
ing to further improvements 
along other lines in these coun- 
ties.
